Bob Pittman flew his last 
mission as he left this life 
on September 18, 2022.

In this article we focus 
on the first key, i.e., at- 
tracting and hiring great 
candidates. 

Attitude, character, and 
qualities are vitally impor- 
tant. We want a person 
who has fire in her/his 
belly, a drive to be success- 
ful, and who can bea 
treasured member of a 
winning team. A person 
has to “want it,” be willing 
to work hard, and go the 
extra mile and make sacri- 
fices at times. 

How can we judge atti- 
tude? We must rely on our 
instinct. One of the best 
hires I made was because I 
was so impressed with a 
young man who walked 
fast, actually very fast, 
and with a purpose, and 
when we were seated, he 
was always leaning in. His 
enthusiasm was evident. 

We want to be alert to 
humility coupled with 
inner-confidence, comfort- 
able eye contact, giving 
full attention, listening at- 
tentively, asking good 
questions, and being “like- 
able,” e.g., a genuine smile 
and seeming comfortable. 

We have to rely heavily 
on our instinct to judge 
character. We can a sense 
that a person is honest, 
has integrity, is caring, is 
an admirable citizen, and 
leads a good life. 

Let’s think about the 
qualities we want in the 
candidate we select. 
Surely, we want the per- 
son to have: 

El Humility — Hu- 
mility is the foundation of 
growth, and striving for 
continuous improvement 
is a path to success 

El Empathy — What- 
ever the position, the per- 
son must have good 
relationships with team- 
mates and all other col- 
leagues, and be 
encouraging, helpful, and 
caring towards them 

El A Positive Atti- 
tude — Genuinely rooting 
for colleagues, offering 
help, and contributing 
ideas about how we all 
may be better than before 

E] Quiet Confidence 
— To accept responsibility 
and be accountable. Good 
people want to be account- 
able 

El Attentive Listen- 
ing Skills — Listening may 
be our most important 
skill in business (and in 
life). Listening is key to re- 
lationships 

El Readiness to Ask 
Questions — To learn what 
is needed, what success 
looks like, what do others 
think, and how can we im- 
prove 

It is important to learn a 
candidate’s knowledge 
and experience as these 
may be factors in our se- 
lection, depending on the 


intelligence. This is nearly 
always the case. Most im- 
portant however, will be 
our instinct. Do we sense a 
person has a drive to suc- 
cess, “fire in her belly”, 
and to be a great team 
member? 

It is helpful to envision 
in our mind what we 
would want a person suc- 
cessful in the position to 
look like, likely one who, 
for example, is: 

O A great teammate 

O Has effectual leader- 
ship skills 

O Is always learning 

O Celebrates the suc- 
cesses of others 

O Requests and offers 
timely and helpful feed- 
back 

O Develops and main- 
tains productive working 
relationships with every- 
one 

O Contributes ideas 

O Addresses problems, 
and 

O Is widely admired 
for her/his integrity. 

Early in my career, I 
was counseled to listen to 
my gut, that if I sense that 
a person may not be the 
right selection, that we 
should not compromise. 
This is wise advice. Listen- 
ing to our instincts almost 
always pays off. 

As we recruit, we are 
not only seeking a great 
candidate for a position, 
we are recruiting for a 
team! We want someone 
who will ideally 
strengthen our team, 
someone who will havea 
positive influence on oth- 
ers, increasing our collab- 
oration, sharing ideas, 
encouraging teamwork 
and pride and loyalty to 
one another and to our 
business. We want some- 
one who by her example, 
everyone will look to with 
respect. 

We want to be engaged 
and for our candidates to 
also be engaged and as 
comfortable as possible 
while being interviewed. 
We should listen with our 
eyes and well as our ears. 
Then we are better able to 
sense a candidate’s char- 
acter and qualities, which 
may well be our main ob- 
jective in selecting and 
hiring a candidate who 
will help our team be a 
true team and will work 
enthusiastically and col- 
laboratively to achieve or 
exceed shared goals. 

Our being engaged with 
a candidate will reflect the 
culture of our team and 
business, and will be im- 
pressive to the candidate. 
We need the candidate to 
desire to be a member of 
our team rather than sim- 
ply wanting the job. 

As leaders, we let’s al- 
ways keep in mind, we are 
recruiting for a team, that 
happy employees do better 
work, and we should listen 
to our instinct.

I’ve met a number of out- 
standing community lead- 
ers, thanks to Chip 
Hansen, and now another, 
Josephine Roberts, Execu- 
tive Director of Walloon 
Lake Association and Con- 
servatory. 

Born in the Philippines, 
Josephine moved to the 
Chicago area when she was 
three, and was introduced 
to Up North Michigan and 
Lake Charlevoix as her 
family came up for sum- 
mers. Then the family ac- 
tually moved here 
year-round. She attended 
East Jordan High School 
and had the good fortune to 
be in the East Jordan Pub- 
lic School System, where at 
the same time, Chip 
Hansen was the Superin- 
tendent. Chip would say he 
had the good fortune to 
have Josephine as a stu- 
dent. 

Josephine Roberts works 
as the Executive Director 
of the Walloon Lake Asso- 
ciation and Conservancy 
(WLAC), a nonprofit organ- 
ization dedicated to water 
quality protection through 
land conservation in the 
Walloon Lake watershed 
and environmental educa- 
tion. Having spent nearly 
15 years in the nonprofit 
sector wearing numerous 
hats, Josephine is a forth- 
right optimist on a mission 
to continually learn more 
about the social, economic 
and cultural barriers that 
prevent people from living 
their best lives and work 
with innovators that aim to 
remove those barriers. 

At the time Josephine 
joined the Association, the 
Walloon Lake Trust and 
Conservancy was a sepa- 
rate entity. Josephine led 
the merger of these two 
historical organizations in 
2019, which made sense 
and has been a great suc- 
cess. The WLAC now has a 
staff of six full-time team 
members and multiple sea- 
sonal interns. 

The mission of the Wal- 
loon Lake Association and 
Conservancy (WLAC) is to 
conserve, care for and en- 
hance the connection of 
people to Walloon Lake and

its watershed, now and for- 
ever. The WLAC is an odd- 
ity in the conservation 
community in that itis a 
hybrid of a lake association 
and land trust. Josephine 
views this uniqueness as a 
strength. The WLAC is a 
non-profit (501C3), mem- 
bership-based organization 
governed by a board of 14 
Trustees. Through 12 Com- 
mittees the WLAC is able to 
tackle lake and land issues 
from boater safety, govern- 
ment relations, aquatic in- 
vasive species control to 
land conservation, pre- 
serve stewardship and pub- 
lic education. Additionally, 
the WLAC recently 
achieved Land Trust Al- 
liance Accreditation in 
February of this year. 
Josephine sees this extra- 
ordinary combination as a 
unique opportunity to pro- 
tect the lake and land in 
one of the most beloved 
scenic areas in the country. 
Josephine identifies the 
most pressing challenges 
facing conservation in our 
community being genera- 
tional change and overde- 
velopment. She notes the 
generational shift unfold-

ing today is of historic im- 
portance and our small 
northern Michigan com- 
munity is not immune to 
the effects. In recent years, 
she has observed signifi- 
cant turnover of both lake- 
front cottages and 
farmland in and around 
Walloon Lake. 

Our natural lands give 
us clean water, fresh air, 
healthy wildlife habitat, ac- 
cess to locally grown foods, 

and places to escape the 
stress of daily life and con- 
nect with nature. No longer 
a “well-kept secret,” 

the word is out about just 
how desirable our region 
is. As the area’s population 
grows, Josephine believes 
it is critical that we save 
the places that sustain our 
high quality of life in 
northern Michigan, before 
they are gone forever. 

Josephine has made 
noteworthy progress in 
building organizational ca- 
pacity within the WLAC to 
meet these challenges. She 
is especially excited about 
the partnership forged 
with North Central Michi- 
gan College and their Envi- 
ronmental Science 


department. Her hope is 
that the two organizations, 
together, may inspire the 
next generation of conser- 
vationists here at home. 

Her work at the WLAC 
has aligned well with 
Josephine’s wish to ensure 
that other children like her, 
have the opportunities to 
experience great childhood 
memories “on the lake.” In 
her professional commu- 
nity circles, Josephine is 
perpetually focused on con- 
necting underserved popu- 
lations to resources that 
create positive and perma- 
nent change in people’s 
lives and transformation in 
communities. Josephine 
spends her free time men- 
toring early-career female 
professionals and is a regu- 
lar guest speaker at DePaul 
University’s School of Non- 
profit Management. She is 
proud of her board service 
as a Trustee of Camp 
Daggett. She also serves as 
a Board Member of the 
Boyne Area Chamber of 
Commerce and Walloon 
Junior Sailors.
